vivois of the heroic 
garrison, 


composed principally ol Canton- 
ese troops, when the Japanese 
broke into the city after Ine bit- 
terest fighting in China since the 
battle for Shanghai in 1937.

Kai-Shek, sent on Tuesday night 
just .before radio contact with 
Hengyang was bioken, said they 
intended to stay with their troops 
and die fighting.

nese plans to conquer the whole 
Canton-Hankow railway and as- 
set ted the long, heioic defense 
of Hengyang. which halted" the 
enemy's advance in Hunan prov- 
ince, had almost destroyed its 
piescnt strategic importance.

Three soviet columns pressed on

armoied enemy units fe'l back up- 
on the Latvian capital, their of- 
fensive thrusts shattered by Gen. 
Ivan C. Bagramian's right wing. 


The soviet high command an- 


nounced that enemy forces arc be- 
ing "bled white" and "our troops 
aie stubbornly advancing" against 
German reserve divisions thrown 
into desperate counterattacks in 
nearly every sector of the front 
to keep the Russian hordes from 
German soil. A communique sup- 
plement said all were, repulsed. 


Warsaw Unmentioned 


(The Red army was reported in 


a BBC broadcast heard by NBC 
today to have broken into Ger- 
man defenses on the East Prus- 
sian frontier). 


The communique also 'announc- 


ed a six-mile northward thrust 
on the Vistula bridgehead, a drive 
that may'be pointed at Warsaw 
from' the south, and an .advance 
to within 33 miles of the Czech- 
slovakian border.

them on a vacation trip to the Yel- 
lowstone or a fishing tiip to Flor- 
ida, and Uieir local ration boards 
must hand them the requested ra- 
tions. 


Thc only requisite is that the 


gasoline be used in the plane, not 
an automobile.

HOWER was bom in Dcnison, 


Texas, on Oct, 14. 1890, son of 
David Jacob Eisenhower, born in 
ElizabethviUe, Pa., on Sept. 23, 
1863, 
and Ida' Elizabeth Stover, 


born at Mount Sidney, near SLnun- 
ton, Va., on May 1, 1862. 


David Eisenhower met Elizabeth 


Stover in a college romance at 
Lecompton 
College 
in Kansas. 


They were married in the summer 
of 1885. 


The Eisenhowers and Stovers 


are two of thc old pioneer families 
in thc settlement and building of 
the nation. Both have been' in 
America over two hundred years. 


_ Thc name Eisenhower was orig- 
inally spelled Eisenhaucr, meaning 
"hewers of iron." From thc con- 
tractions, Eisen, meaning iron, and 
"Ike," as the general is familiarly 
known, is created thc historical 
cognomen, "Iron Ike." 


Xot only did Dwight become Ike, 


but all the Eisenhower boys be- 
came Ike. When there were"six o' 
these little Ikes they went to school 
in pairs. The oldest became "Big 
Ike," the youngest "Little Ike." and 
the boys between were various 
gradations of Ikes. "Red Ike." etc.. 
according to their characteristics! 
When other babies arrived they 
assumed the throne of "Little Ike," 
and for a lime the General was 
just "Ugly Ike." during his awk- 
ward, gnnglinc years But Mother 
Eisenhower disclaims all knowl- 
edge of these nicknames. When 
asked as to the whereabouts nnd 
doings ol "Ike" she asks blandly, 
"Ike? Who's Ike?"

ABILENE, in the heart of Kan- 


sas, the home of thc Eisen- 


hower family, is a typical prairie 
town of nearly six thousand people.

'gang' called him cither 'Ugly Ike' 
or 'Little Ike' instead of a more 
attractive name like 'Smiling Ike.' 
Dwight had a good personality. He 
was generally well liked and made 
friends easily. 


"He had self assurance but never 


in all my contact with him did he 
ever show any conceit. He resented 
this in other boys more than any- 
thing else. In fact, he would dis- 
hke a boy for being conceited 
much more than for something he 
had done. He had a cood physique,

Season, Day Limit 


Washington, Aug. 9—lAJP) — 


Hunters may snoot more water- 
fowl, and over a longer period this 
fall and winter under liberalized 
hunting regulations announced to- 
day. 


The open season will 
be SO 


days, ten longer than last year. 


The general daily bag limit for 


ducks remains at ten, but "an ad- 
ditional bag of five mallards, wid- 
geons.- and pintails, singly or in 
the aggiegate, is allowed. Tims, 
if a hunter kills five or more ot 
those species in a day. his bag 
limit on all ducks is 15. 


The lish and wildlife service, 


which drew up the regulations 
refused to permit Ute taking or 
waterfowl by means, of bait or 
with the help of five decoys, as 
urged by some hunters. 


Dr. Jra N. Gabrielson. fish and 


wildlife director, said the 
more 


liberal regulations 
were due to 


the steady increase in the conti- 
nental migratory game bird pop- 
ulation. 
He said the increase in 


mallards, widgeons, and pintails, 
has been "notable." and since they 
are the species which do the most 
damage to crops, hunters will be 
allowed to shoot more of them. 


This is "purely a temporary ex- 


pedient" to help farmers, lie said, 
and will not be continued beyond 
this season unless crop protection 
again makes it necessary.
